he Apostles, and to

For the gaining of the Jubilee 
indulgence by pilgrims to 
Rome, it is necessary that they 
make two visits each, to the 
Rasilicas of the Lateran, Vati- 
ean, and St. Mary Major. These 
visits may be made on the same 


But even we may gain this In- 
dulgence, in our own home city 
or town in the United States, by 
making two visits either on the 
same day or on different days 
to three different churches, des- 
ignated by the Bishop of the 
iocese. In places where there 
are not three churches, three 
visits must be made to two 
ehurches; and in places where 
there are not two churches six 
visits must be made to one 


In our own diocese, in cities 
where there are more than three 
churches, the parish church is 
hereby designated, and two 
other churches of the person's 
choice. Where there are only 
three churches, then each of the 
three must be visited twice. In 
places where there are only two, 
iii each must be visited three 
, times; and in places where 
there is only one church, it, or 
the parish church, should be
